Please amend the claim to read as follows: 

1 . (Twice Amended) A recombinant DNA molecule comprising: 

(a) at least one first regulatory sequence which confers expression in 
endotheUal cells in vivo, wherein said first regulatory sequence is selected from the group 
consisting of 

(i) a DNA sequence comprising a nucleotide sequence as given in 
SEQIDNO: 1; 

(ii) a DNA sequence comprising a nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 
1 from nucleotide 8260 to nucleotide 10560, from nucleotide 8336 to nucleotide 
10608 and/or from nucleotide 10094 to nucleotide 10608; and 

(iii) a DNA sequence comprising a fragment of a nucleotide sequence of 
(i) or (ii); and 

(b) operatively linked thereto a heterologous DNA sequence. 
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
